Ing the reward of his faithfulness, 
hut It should he noted that Caleb’s 
faithfulness had not been achieved 
simply with the hope of reward. 
Caleb had acted with unselfish cour¬ 
age. and. manifestly. If he were 
eighty-ffVS years old. as he claim* 
In the lesson, he had not been In a 
hurry to claim anything for hlmaelf. 
PROMISED BY MOSES 

Now,* as a matter of fact. TIP was 
simply claiming in the day* of set¬ 
tlement In the conquered country 
the land thgt Motes had promised 
him. Undoubtedly he was looking 
more to the future than to the past, 
and In claiming the reward he was 
actuated hy the unselflah motive of 
wishing to provide a home for hia 
descendants. 

It Is a remarkable picture of vigor 
and stout-heartedness in old age that 
Caleb presents In thla lesson. One

Perhaps it 
is an •nevliahle sign of old age when 
we begin to any that we are aa young 
ns we ever were, hut It Is at least 
an Indication of youthful disposition.. 

The man who ran feel that way.

succumbing easily to the depressions 
and weakening effect* of age. It la 
well when one can meet the enemies 
of the soul and the*enemies of the 
body with optimism, cournge and 
determination. 

“REST FROM WAR" 

Not the least pleasing feature of 
our lesson is the statement that "the 
land had rest from war.” 'History.

The road from Rhfims to Verdun still is a torn and battered thorough¬ 
fare. Lines of trenches, grass-grown and silting in, stretch away into the 
distance. Cemeteries are closer together: thousands of black German 
croeaet. for such at Schneider and Von der Goltz. lie next to great fields 
of white French crosses, emblazoned with the tri-color under names such 
as Bourget and Roquet. 

This area is the least reconstructed of any of those devastated. The 
terrain is churned into great mound,—a tea of rough and hummocky earth. 
Many little towns shown on pre-war map, are not to be found at all. Others 
are tenanted only by bats, or g Jtw hardy souls who refuse to live elsewhere. 

The forts of Vaux and Daoumont in front of Verdun, which bore the 
bmnt of the offensive in which the Crown Princg lost 500.000 men in three 
months, are simply no longer in existence. 

The “Red Zone." where the Lost Battalion fought iu life away, and 
I he Hindenburg line of concrete Irenches and emplacements, are near here, 
and hard by a fleet of rusty and abandoned tanks lie hajf sunk in the road¬
